Until the 18th, the 
sentences passed by the court of I 
the Lords Commissioners had been 
oarried out literally and expedi­ 
tiously. But on the morning of the 
llth there arrived at Taunton a 
courier from Lord Sunderland, the 
Secretary ot State, with a* letter 
for Lord Jeffreys wherein he was 
informed that His Majesty had 
been graciously pleased to com 
mand toat «leven hundred rebels 
should'be furnished for transporta­ 
tion to some of His Majesty’s south­ 
ern plantations, Jamaica, Barbados, 
or any of the Leeward Islands. 
This command was not dictated 
by mercy.
